“Your attention is directed to the 
imperative need of storage reservoirs. 
We carnot too strongly emphasize 
this point. A complete system of 
reservoirs, &t or near the southern 
end of the aqueduct, must be avail- 
ble for storing the surplus Owens 
River water during four or five 
month of winter, when not needed for 
irrigation. We furthermore recom- 
mend to; your honorable body, that 
the lands, for the large reservoir near 
Chateworth Park be acquired as soun 
as poasible by the City Water Depart- 
ment. We believe, that, with the 
two large: reservoirs at San Fernando, 
already determined upon, and the 
@hateworth Park reservoir, together 
with some smal) reservoirs, which 
can be eastly acquired, elther now or 
hereafter,: there will be ample reser- 
voir capacity to enable the suggested 
‘plans of ‘@istribution to be carried 
out. .Ontthe supposition that such 
lands will be acquired by the city for 
reservoir purposes, it is proposed to 
distribute the 18,000 inches in the fol- 
lowing manner:

SAN FERNANDO VALLEY. — 

“The Sani Fernando Valley is agpiain 
almost surrounded by mountains. The 
length of this plain along its southern 
border is about twenty-four miles, and 
its greatest Width on a north and south 
line through the town of do 
is about twelve miles. 

“The surface of the plain is smooth 
and unbroken by elevations, except for 
terrace or bench which extends east- 
erly from a point near Chatsworth 
Park almost:'to the Pacoima wash. 
There are also a few low hilis along 
the southern border west of Encino. 
Ite surface is not intersected by can- 
yons, or water courses, except for a 
few gullies around the borders at the 
base of the: surrounding mountains, 
the slightly ificised channel of the Los 
Angeles River, and the broad shallow 
washes of the Pacoima, and the Te- 
junga creeks... 

“oThe elevation of the north end of 
the plain is about, 1500 feet, of the 
west end about 1000 feet, and the 
soutkeast end near Griffith Park, about 


to the southeast corner. 

_ “Tf all of the alluvial formations 
iwhich He below the’ surface of the 
plain were rémoved, there would be 
exposed to view a great basin, or de- 
pression. This‘“basin, almost encircled 
by mountain ranges, which rise far 
above the existing plain, is simply -a 
valley which was formed when the 
adjacent mountains were elevated, and 
| which has sin@e been filled up to the 
‘present level with alluvium. That such 
‘an alluvial-filled basin does actually 
lie beneath the plain is amply proven 
by records of wells, drilled at many 
points in the valley, and also by the 
general geology of the regions. 

“The Pacoimg, Little Tejunga, and 
Tejunga creeks rise many miles east 
of the San Fernando Valley among the 
granite ranges of the San Gabriel 
Mountains. They are by far the largest 
streams which,.debouch into the val- 
ley, being tn fact the principal! tribu- 
tarles of the Los Angeles River. They 
are mountain torrents during storms. 
Because of their size, the steep grade 
of their channels in the mountains, 
and their confinement to canyons, they 
are enabled carry vast quantities of 
| boulders, gravel, sand, etc. dut on 
the plain. Most of this material is 
granitic in character, and has been de- 
posited in the eastern end of the val- 
ley forming the sandy belt, traversed 
by several sandy washes. 
These washes are gimply the present 
surface food channels of the creeks 
above noted. 

“The rocks in the Verdugo Moun- 
tains are also granite, and the allu- 
vium found on the slopes from the 
base of this range is of the same gen- 
eral character as that deposited by the 
streams from the San Gabriel Moun- 
tains, but is not as coarse. 

“in this connection, we wish to 
call attention to the tmportance of 
ground water-storage possibilities in 


San Fernando Valley. 
*“The basin or depression between 
jthe alluvial plain, described above, 
may be likened fo a. huge bowl, slight- 
ly tipped on a horizontal table, so 
that its rim isin a sloping instead 
of a horizontal plane. If all of the 
alluvium were:.rempved from this 
bowl, it would iappear as a great 
natural reservolf, created by nature 
‘for the express purpose of holding 
the water of River, until 
needed by the ‘city of Los Angeles. 
|The fact that it:is now partially filled 
up with a sponge of porous materia), 
gravel, sand, et¢.; does not by any 
means destroy its usefulness as a 
reservoir, but thé porous sponge does 
reduce its capacity. The alluvium of 
this bowl is now, partially filled with 
ground water, (hat is, water which 
j#inks into the gravel and sand. from 
jthe surface streams entering the val- 
jley, but it will ,hold, or store much 
‘more water. If; for example. all of 
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‘poured on the dands and gravels of 
jthe Tejunga wash, near the north 
end of the San Fernando Valley. it 
Would probably ‘all sink into the 
sponge of porous, material for some 
months at least. It would, however, 
underground and eventually

Nature that they: can be profitably 
irrigated and cultivated.” 

The report here takes up the Ca- 
huenga district; Redondo and 
Inglewood district#, and describes the 
geological formatinns, soils, ete., and 
the probability of ‘their fertility being 
greatiy increased by irrigation. It 
then takes up the different sections, 
with referénce to their ability to sup- 
port a lerge population, either agri- 
cultural or urban, and makes the fol- 
lowing ‘deductions:

“The Cahuenga district is fast be- 
coming a portion of the city of Los 
Angeles. Because of fits freedom 
from frosts, the building sites in the 
higher parts of this district are eager- 
ly sought for by men of means, who 
want homes with large grounds, gar- 
dens, and orchards, 

“The districts of Inglewood and Re- 
dondo are capable of supporting: a 
large population. Some of the lands 
in, these districts are well adapted to 
fruit raising, others to genera] farm- 
ing, and there are some very choice 
and attractive building sites In each 
of them, but on account of their 
lower altitudes these districts proba- 
bly will always have more of an agri- 
cultural than a horticultural: popu- 
lation. 

“The amount of water which we 
have allotted to Pasadena, South Pas- 
adena, Alhambra and Bairdstown, 
will serve a large area of iand of 
great productive capacity. We have 
made provision in the distribution of 
this water for supplying these dis- 
tricts with 1856 inches of water, de- 
livered on the right bank of the Ar- 
royo Seco at an elevation of about 
900 feet above sea level. We have 
assumed that the municipalities named 
wil) want water. If they do not 
want it, there is abundant opportu- 
nity to dispose of it elsewhere. This 
area is purely a horticultural section 
and the cities mentioned are already 
well established and have large ur- 
ban populations. 

“It is not considered necessary to 
burden this report with the detailed 
figures on the estimates of cost of 
the systems of distribution for the 
various districts, The following table 
shows the total estimated cost of the 
main conduits and main distribution 


systems for seven of the principal 
districts.

contingencies, cost of right of way, 
etc., we believe that $40 per acre will 
be a fair average for all of the dis- 
tricts, including Inglewood and Re- 
dondo. As it is not known whether 
the distribution systems for the sev- 
eral districts will be built separately 
or in combinations, or as a whole, 
the above suggestion for an average 
charge should be considered as mere- 
ly tentative. 

“The Los Angeles aqueduct has its 
terminus in the low hills at the up- 
per end of the San Fernando Valley, 
at an elevation of 1461 feet above 
the sea. It is proposed to drop prac- 
tically all of the water from this 
level to the level of the upper San 
Fernando reservoir, a fall of about 
300 feet, thus generating a large 
amount of power. The water may 
now be said to come to rest after its 
long journey from Owens Valley. 
From this. reservoir, and the other 
large reservoir at Chatsworth Park, 
the main trunk Hines for the distribu- 
tion of the water to the different dis- 
tricts, will issue, and from these 
again, the main distributing pipes for 
each district will complete the sys- 
tem of distribution, as far as the city 
is concerned. Those distribution pipes 
should be established about one mile 
apart, and the sub-distribution, for 
farms and orchards, should be -effect- 
ed by the owners of the land. 

“The question now arises—how can 
the surplus water be pald for by the 
users, so as to return to the city the 
proper proportionate cost of the 
aqueduct, reservoirs, trunk lines, and 
main distribution systems? 

“The Water Users’ Association 
|should be empowered to collect from 
the owners of the land, and pay to the 
city, a sum sufficient to cover the ¢ost 
of frrigating the lands within the

“Tt is well to remember tn conesider- 
ing the subject of cost, that the city 
has to maintain the reservoirs, trunk 
lines, and main distribution systems, 
as well as to manage and administer 
the entire distribution of the surplus | 
water of the Los Angeles aqueduct. | 

“The water users outside of the 
city should obviously be called upon) 
to pay at least their proportionate 
part of the entire cost of the aque- 
duct and its accessories, and their 
shares of all maintenance charges.” 

The report suggests that the city 
make arrangements to supply the 
Providencia district with water, by 
pumping from the. Tejunga Wash, and 
in case of accident to the aqueduct, 
the city could then be supplied from 
these pumps for several months at a 
time, if necessary. and without inter- 
ference with the irrigation of the dis- 
trict. 

The conclusions of the report are 
that the city can never experience a 
shortage of water after the comple- 
tion of the aqueduct; that all districts 
to which surplus water is allotted 
should be annexed to the city, remov- 
ing legal difficulties, reducing ex- 
penses and insuring sanitary control 
of aHthe water supply. s 
‘The engineers commend the efficient 
administration of the ‘water depart- 
ment that has enabled the city to con- 
tinue its growth without being ham- 
pered by an inadequate water supply.

State Supreme Court to Pass 
on “Residence Districts.” 


Many Houses and Much 
Moncy Involved in Test. 


Constitutionality of the City’s 
Ordinance Is Attacked.

After having ‘ passed successively 
rough the municipal offices, City 
| Council, municipal and county courts, 
(and to the highest tribunal in the 
| State, the question of what is indus- 
| trial district and what fs residence dis- 
| trict in Los Angeles, seems in a fair 
| Way to be settled. It is e&pected that 
tthe habeas corpus proceédings at- 
| tacking the constitutionality of the 
so-called “residence-district ordi- 
nance” will be passed upon by the Cal- 
ifornia Supreme Court today and that 
the legal status of the statute will be 
then settled once for all, 

The case immediately involved is of 
comparatively slight importance, but 
involves a ruling of great significance 
to the present and future layout of the 
city, chiefly, however, the former. Un- 


proximately 500 business and indus- 
trial concerns are directly affected by 
the possible interpretation of the or- 
dinance and the cash value of prop- 
erty affected is an item of great mo- 
ment. 

The décision turns upon the appli- 
cability of the statute to places of busi- 
ness which were in operation prior to 
and at the time of its passage. It is the 
contention of the persons affected that 
in this respect the ordinance is ex post 
facto, and cannot be made legally ef- 
fective upon them. 

The statement was made yesterday 
by an attorney for one of the larger 
concerns involved that a great 
amount of business is hanging fire 
pending the receipt of the Supreme 
Court's decision. He declared that 
many business men are being forced 
to suspend operations on account of 
leases expiring in the so-named resi- 
dence district and that they are un- 
willing to renew them until the status 
of such districts ts definitely settied. 

“The position taken by them,” he 
said, “is not necessarily one of an- 
tagonism to the ordinance as that of 
wanting to know exactly where they 
stand In the matter. In the event of 
an adverse decision from the Bupreme 
Court, however, very considerable 
losses will be entafled upon them. 
Where it does not mean the killing of 
the business entirely it necessitates a 
removal of equipment, offices, machin- 
ery, etc., and tn some instances to Very 
disadvantageous sites.”

after its establishment, and after the 
accumulation of property rights by 
him. It is furthe? declared that the 
business of wathing clothes is a “ne- 
cessity, harmless, and nota nuisance,” 
nor “dangerous to the health, morals, 
safety or comfort of the people.” 

It is contended on the part of the 
city that the ordinance is well within 
the police powers of the municipality, 
and that the city has the right to des- 
ignate districts or territory tn which 
certain lines of business may be con- 
ducted. 

In view of the importance of the 
decision to follow, the case has been 
given the right of way through the 
courts, and has probably broken some 
records in reaching the State's high- 
est tribunal.

FRIENDS THINK. 


Fotlowing Investigation, Coroncr 
Expresses Belief that Man. Tricd 
to Kill His Whole Family—in- 
guiries Made as to Obtaining In- 
surance Money Shortly After. 


Although the preponderance of evi- 
derice tends to sustain the theor, of 
suicide, friends of Marry Kelly, the 
contractor who was found dead under 
peculiar circumstances at his home, 
No. 1712 Santa Rosa place, early 
Tuesday morning, are not entirely sat- 
istied with the investigation made yes- 
terday. 

Among these who declare that a 
strict inquiry .should be instituted, is 
Dr. T. Mebinsen of No. 6130 
Compton avenue, who was called to 
attend the man after life was extinct. 

“In this case I think it would be 
well to make a full investigation of 
the facts, as there is 4 posmbility of 
foul play,” he said last night. ‘The 
evidence that Kelly administered the 
fatal dose of strychnine to himsetf 
is not conclusive, 
harm to look into the matter from 
this point of view.” . 

WhHliam Kelly, a ‘brother of the 
dead man, living at’ Santa Ana, called 
upon the Coroner yesterday and de- 
clared that Kis brother once had been 
an immate of an asylum, but this is 
denied by acquaintances of the fam- 
ily. Harvey Smith, a fruit and vege- 
table dealer living near the Kelly 
home, says that the contractor was 
arrested and confined _ some time ago 
#s the result of difficulty in his house- 
hold relations. 

“At that time his wife sought and 
obtained his release, and as I for- 
merly worked for him, I am certain 
that he never was in any asylum,” he 
asserted. 

In her statement to the Coroner, 
Mrs. Kelly declared that her husband 
had frequently threatened suicide, 
but as she had hecome accustomed 
to his idiosyncracies, she paid no at- 
tention to his threats on the night of 
his death. | 
It was learned yesterday that the 
dead contractor held a policy on his 
life amounting to about $3000 and 
within an hour of his death inquiries 
were made as to the best means of 
collecting the amount. 

The poison which is supposed to 
have caused Kelly's death was bought 
in a Main-street drug store o@ the 
plea that Kelly desired to rid himself 
of gophers and squirrels. He was told 
to administer the deadly @rug.in fruit, 
and as the cherries used in making 
the death draught contained the al- 
kaloid, Coroner Hartwell believes it 
is sufficient proof that Kelly himeelf 
placed the poison there for the pur- 
pose of killing the entire family. —

the price received for cotton by those who 


grow it, for nowhere else in the world can 
there be produced the same quality of cot- 
ton as that which is raised in the Gulf 
States. The looms of Evrope must have it 
at whatever price. It will be remembered 
that at one time during the Civil War more 
than 50 cents per pound was paid in Man- 
chester for American cotton. An export 


duty on cotton would also be likely to stimu- 


late cotton manufactures in this country, 
for an export duty would be levied only on 
raw cotton, and on cotton ~~ or cotton 
yarn. 

Brazil has demonstrated what: can be done 
by a nation which possesses a monopoly of 
production of an article of universal use in 
the way of taxing the peoplé of other na- 
tions. Brazil is the largest producer of cof- 
fee in the world, and the people of the 
United States are the largest consumers of 
coffee in the world. By means of an export 
duty on coffeg Brazil has increased the 
wholesale price of that article 100 per cent. 
in two years. In December, 1908, the price 
of coffee was 6% cents per pound. In De- 
cember, 1910, it was 1314 cents per pound. 
Our net impérts of coffee amount to 130,000, 
000 pounds per annum, and our people pay 
Brazilians about $8,000,000 per annum more 
for coffee than they did two years ago. Bra- 
zil is preparing to make further exactions. 
She has engaged to prevent the planting of 
more coffee trees and has approved, but has 
not yet exacted, a proposition to burn one- 
tenth of the coffee crop every year. There 
is aleo a scheme on foot for the government 
of Brazil to guarantee a bond issue of $75,- 
000,000, the proceeds to be use in buying up. 
the coffee crop and holding it for higher 
prices. 

The broadening demand for coffee all over 
the world has more than kept pace with its 
increased production outside of Brazil. 


Brazil is preparing to apply the s&me | 


method to rubber, of which she produces 50 
per cent. of all that is produced in the’ world, 
Of coffee she furnishes 85 per cent. of the 
world’s production. She may not be able to 
levy upon the owners of autos an inc 
tribute for rubber, for that article is being 
produced in considerable quantities from a 
weed grown on the deserts of Mexico, and 
a substitute of rubber may at any time be 
discovered. 

But there is no substitute for coffee. The 
world has vainly been explored for localities 
where it can be profitably cultivated, and 
Brazil has a monopoly of which she cannot 
be easily deprived. 

We have a similar monopoly of the pro 
duction of both long staple and short staple 
cotton. Is there any good reason why we 
should not avail ourselves of the advantage? 
The subject is well worth the consideration 
of economists and statesmen and, whether 
we adopt a practice of taxing exports or not, 
would it not be wise by a constitutional 
amendment to unfetter Congress and em- 
power it to act in case action might a 
expedient?

If in any State the judiciary yields to 
improper influence on the part of spe- 
cial interests, or if the judges even, 
although honest men, show themselves 
so narrow-minded and sq utterly out of 
sympathy with the industrial and social 
needs brought about by changed condl- 
tions that they seek to fetter the move- 
ment for progress and betterment, then 
the people are not to be excused if, in 
a servile spirit, they submit to such 
domination, and fail to take any meas- 
ures necessary to secure their right to 
go forward along the path of economic 
and social justice and fair dealing. If 
our people are really fit for self-govern- 
ment, then they will insist upon govern- 
ing themselves. In all matters affecting 
the nation as a whole this power of self- 
government should reside in the major- 
ity of the nation as a whole; and upon 
this doctrine no one has insisted more 
strongly than I have insisted, for in 
such case ‘popular rights’ becomes a 
meaningless phrase as it is translated 
into national right.”
